A GENERAL DENIAL

H. HOLMES INTERVIEW ED 
IN PRISON. 


Plausible Story to Account 
For the 
Presence of the Bones In His Cellar 
at Chicago—Again Declares That 
Peitzel Committed Suicide and W as 
Not Murdered. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 2.—H. H. Holmes, 
hlias M udgett, a l a s Howard, the arch 
conspirator and accused murderer, w7as 
Interviewed by a representative of a 
Chicago newspaper in his cell in Moya- 
m encing prison yesterday. 
The pris­ 
oner, contrary to all form er statem ents, 
does not appear to be weakening. 
On 
the contrary, he wras in an exceedingly 
cheery mood for one who has so long 
* been incarcerated and charged with so 
m any heinous crimes. In the interview7 
Holmes gives a plausible excuse for the 
finding of the bones in his late Chi­ 
cago home. 
Minnie Williams, he says. 
w7as his best friend. 
He declares he 
w as only once legally m arried and 
makes the statem ent th at he is w7orth in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. 
Ow'ing to the action of the prison a u ­ 
thorities in not allowing the reporter to 
Remain over five m inutes with the con­ 
demned man, it wras necessary to com­ 
m unicate with the convict in waiting. 
The following are the questions put to 
the prisoner and his answers: 
“Can you explain how7 so m any bones 
cam e to be concealed in the basem ent 
an d 
other 
p arts 
of 
your 
Chicago 
house?” 
“I will answ er th at question in this 
w ay: Every person w7ho has known me 
Is aw are th at I am a doctor by profes­ 
sion. 
It is also known perfectly well 
In Chicago th a t there was a restau ran t 
In my building, 701 W allace street, dur­ 
ing the world’s fair. A t th a t time there 
w ere lots of bones from fowls and other 
cooked 
anim als 
throw n 
outside 
the 
building. Lots of these bones, no doubt, 
found their w ay to the cellar. 
During 
th e time I lived in the building 
I 
b rought several cadavers there, both 
for scientific and pecuniary purposes. 
'T his m ay account for the bones the Chi­ 
cago police say they have found.” 
“P a t Quinlan, your former janitor, is 
.supposed to have been a conspirator 
w ith you in m urder. W h at have you to 
say to this charge?” 
“I regard Quinlan in the light of be­ 
ing persecuted. I pity his unfortunate 
position. 
The treatm ent of P a t is un­ 
just. He has nothing to confess. This 
I declare positively.” 
“Is it true th at Minnie W illiams killed 
h e r sister N an a?” 
“ Yes, it all came about over a jealous 
quarrel during the heat of passion, in 
which poor Minnie threw a stool a t 
N ana. It struck her on tne head. She 
•died shortly afterw ard.” 
“ W hat do you think of the recent 
finding of the bodies of Alice and Nellie 
Pietzel a t Toronto?” 
“I do not know th at they are the 
bodies of the children. As I have said 
before, they m ay or m ay not be. 
I 
can prove a t the proper time th a t they 
left my hands safely. I gave them into 
the charge of Ed. Hatch. The children 
an d H atch left me at Toronto. I never 
saw them again.” 
“H ow ard Pietzel is missing, the au ­ 
thorities say, since he was last seen 
w ith you. Do you know where the child 
is?” 
“If the boy has met with foul play 
his body, I believe, can De found some­ 
where between Detroit 
and 
Indian­ 
apolis. Possibly a t Logansport. Ind. I 
left H ow ard Pietzel in the charge of 
Ed. H atch on or about Oct. IO last. This 
w7as a t Indianapolis. 
I was called to 
Chicago on im portant business. 
I can 
show th a t I w7as In Chicago until the 
afternoon of the lith . 
By prior 
a r­ 
rangem ent I m et H atch in Detroit the 
nig h t of the lith . 
I m et him a t the 
depot. B ut the boy w as not with him. 
f 
I inquired where the child was and 
H atch told me th a t he had left H ow ard 
w ith Minnie Williams. 
I thought the 
child was safe.” 
“ Do you still persist in declaring th at 
you did not kill Benjam in Pietzel?” 
“I have said emphatically before, and 
again declare, th a t Pietzel took his own 
life. 
I believe I have convinced 
the 
district attorney here th a t I am inno­ 
cent.” 
“ Have you any choice as to the place 
you would care to be tried if you were 
brought to answer the charge of m ur­ 
d er?” 
“None whatever. 
The Philadelphia 
authorities don’t seem confident enough 
to try me here. The C /nadians ap p ar­ 
ently don’t care to blow in any money 
on me. So I suppose my energetic Chi­ 
cago friends will come to my rescue 
if I am brought into the courts there.”

He has 
found th at while in this city Holmes 
aft" w as intim ate with a prominent business 
P ^tn an of this city. To this m an Holmes 
jjPavent and asked to be allowed to oc- 
jP c upy a room. He w anted a room that 
^ h e could gain access to by a side door 
and he w anted to have the key to the 
side door in his own possession. He 
did noi get the room. Geyer says that 
he is sure Holmes was anxious to dis­ 
pose of How ard Pitzel, 
and 
he has 
learned th at Holmes rented a house 
in St. Louis, put in a big furnace, and 
took Howard there, but was prevented 
from carrying out his plans by the pry­ 
ing of inquisitive neighbors. 
He is sure 
th a t if he finds a house th at was rented 
by Holmes he will find th at Holmes put 
in a large stove and had natural gas 
connected with it. and th a t there will 
be found some evidence th at Howard 
Pitzel met a tragic death in this city.

Wolcott, Col., Aug. 2.—Two hundred 
passengers, including two railroad pres­ 
idents, had a narrow escape from death 
yesterday on the Rio Grande 
road.

immense bowlder. The engineer saw it 
when not over 200 feet away. 
He re­ 
versed and told the fireman to jump. 
They escaped. 
The engine struck the 
rock and turned a

Eagle river down a fifty-foot cliff. The 
balance of the train was stopped by the 
a ir brakes owing to the steep grade. The 
bowlder had fallen from the face of the 
cliff hundreds of feet above. President 
JefTery of the Rio Grande passed the 
spot in his private car tw enty m inutes 
before. 


Wants Damages from Hawaii. 
Honolulu, July 26, via San Francisco, 
Aug. 2.—The first claim for damages 
ag ainst the governm ent for wholesale 
arrests during the Ja n u ary revolt is in 
th e hands of 
Minister 
Hatch. 
The 
claim ant is Jam es Durrell, an A m e r ­ 
ican citizen. He was arrested and con­ 
fined about seven weeks. 
No charge 
was m ade against him. He was simply 
held on suspicion. He filed a claim for 
$25,000 dam ages with the American min­ 
ister, which was duly forwarded to the 
state departm ent. It is believed this 
m atter will lead to international com­ 
plications, as it is understood th at this 
governm ent does 
not 
intend to pay 
Durrell one dollar. 


Illinois Flag Law Denounced.

of Illinois, took

yesterday re­

ported by a committee, ft is as fol­ 
lows: “We, the Northw estern confer­ 
ence of L utheran teacher^ of the N orth­ 
west, recognize in the 
so-called flag 
law of Illinois a gross violation of the 
rights of corporations not under the 
control of th a t state.” It was adopted 
by a unanim ous vote. 


Manitoba Council to Be Called. 
Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 2.— The re­ 
joinder by the dominion government to 
Manitoba’s reply to the remedial order 
on schools was received by Lieutenant 
Governor Schultz yesterday and handed 
over to the Manitoba government.

be called at once to consider the rcrer- 
ence. Lieutenant-Governor Schultz left 
for Banff, where rumor has it he is to 
meet Premier Browell and Mr. Daily for 
a further conference on the school sit­ 
uation.

UNCLE SAM S TROOPS 
MEET NO INDIANS 


SOLDIERS 
ARRIVE 
AT 
JACK­ 
SON’S HOLE. 


Not the Slightest Sign of an Outbreak 
Again at the Settlers—Troops Des­ 
ign* t ■ the Campaign as an “Amusing 
Farce”—Reports From W ashing­ 
ton. 


M arket Lake, Idaho, Aug. 2.—den. 
Coppinger’s command crossed the Te­ 
ton range W ednesday, going into camp 
on Fish creek, in the Snake river valley, 
ten miles from Marysvale. 
The latter 
point was reached yesterday. The cam ­ 
paign against the Indians is becoming 
as one of the officers high in command 
expressed it, “an am using farce.” The 
settlers in the valley of Jackson’s Hole 
are still living at the fortifications es­ 
tablished near Marysvale. 
A number, 
however, have returned to their ranches. 
Scouts 
who have been 
out in the 
m ountains south of Marysvale for five 
days returned 
to-day and 
report no 
signs of Indians. The first settler who 
m et the troops in Jackson’s Hole in­ 
formed the comm anding officer th at he 
had not seen an Indian for a year. He 
lives in a lonely defile on the extreme 
northern edge of the valley with his 
wife and children, and refused to Join 
the other settlers 
in 
their 
fortified 
camp. 
Two hunters came into camp who had 
been driving for the past ten days in 
the Indian country, traveling from the 
head of W ind river, northw est of Fort 
W ashakie, to the head of the Buffalo 
fork of Snake river, then to Union Pass 
and to the head of the Gros Ventre river 
throgh the country east and north of 
Jackson’s Hole. This is a stretch of 
several hundred miles, and they met no 
Indians, nor did they see signs of any. 
In the Gros Ventre m ountains and along 
Gros Ventre river they met scouting 
parties from Jackson’s Hole hunting for 
Indians and finding none. 
The command met a 15-year-old boy 
carrying the mail of the Jackson’s Hole 
country over the Teton m ountain 
to 
M arket Lake. He had seen a week ago 
two Indians, unarm ed, getting out of 
the country as fast as possible. These 
were the rem aining members of 
the 
band arrested for killing game, who es­ 
caped from the guards. 
Gen. Coppinger’s command moved to 
M arysvale yesterday, 
where a con­ 
ference was held with the settlers. In ­ 
dian scouts in the command will be sent 
out into the m ountains, and if any In ­ 
dians are found Agent Teter of the 
F o rt Hall agency will hold a conference 
w ith them, with a view of having them 
retu rn to the agency. , 
Unless more startling news is heard 
soon the 8th infantry will halt in the 
Teton basin. 
Settlers who went out 
of Jackson’s Hole last week are return­ 
ing, a num ber of them coming in ahead 
of the troops. 
The present campaign 
against 
In­ 
dians, in which five companies of the 
8th United States infantry and 
four 
troops of the 9th cavalry are engaged, 
promises to be the most memorable of 
the Indian cam paigns in the history of 
the country, for as the seat of the re­ 
ported trouble is neared it 
becomes 
more and more evident th at there are 
no Indians to be fought, and there is 
not a m an in the expedition who ex­ 
pects to hear a hostile gun fired. 
M arket Lake, Idaho, Aug. 2—A cou­ 
rier in from Rexburg says two white 
men were killed by Indians W ednesday 
on Trail Creek, this side of Jackson’s 
Hole. The mail carrier betyween Ja ck ­ 
son’s Hole and Teton Pass is thought to 
have been killed by Indians. W hen last 
seen he was crossing Teton divide. The 
rum or of the killing is not believed here. 


MUST BE SENT BACK. 


All Indians to Be Returned to Their 
Reservations. 
W ashington, Aug. 2.—A report of re­ 
newed danger to settlers in the Jackson 
Hole region reached the bureau of In­ 
dian affairs in a dispatch from 
Gov. 
R ichards of Wyoming, dated at Chey­ 
enne asking th a t Indians aw ay from 
their reservations be recalled. 
Commissioner Browning immediately 
telegraphed a response, stating th at he 
had issued orders to all Indian agents 
In the disturbed region to take prompt 
steps to secure the return of all Indians 
away from their reservations. Instruc­ 
tions to this effect have been sent to 
the following agencies:

shones,, F o rt W ashakie, 
Wyo.;

GET PHREE TOWNS 


REBEL FORCES MAKE IMPORT­ 
ANT CONQUESTS. 


Cities of Baire, Jiguani and Guantano- 
mo in the Hands of the Insurgents 
— More Troops To Be Sent From 
Spain—A Spanish I Opinion on the 
War 


Tampa, Fla., Aug. 2.—The latest news 
from Cuba is th at Baire, Jiguani and 
G uantanam o have been captured 
by 
the insurgents. 
General Salcedo has been returned to 
Spain for having shot some war pris­ 
oners when Maceo had cared for some 
Spanish prisoners until they were all 
well and had returned them to Salcedo. 
The issue of La Discussion was sup­ 
pressed Tuesday for 
publishing 
the 
capture of Baire by the insurgents. 
Six hundred insurgents have appeared 
In Amarillas, 300 in T aguaram ar, 400 in 
Cum anagua, and 200 in Bananguives, 
all in the province to Matanzas.

Martinez Campos sent a cable

Rebellion 
Will 
Be Pat Down In the 
Autumn. 
Madrid, Aug. 2.—Count 
Monterra, 
chief of the Cuban Reform party, in an 
interview upon the state of affairs in the 
Island of Cuba, said th at operations 
against the insurgents would be com­ 
menced in earnest early in the autum n 
and th at before winter set in the rebel­ 
lion would be over. The insurgents, he 
added, are short of ammunition and the 
leaders lack 
prestige. 
The 
principal 
thing to do, in the opinion of Count Mon­ 
terra, is to watch the coast, in order to 
prevent outside help from reaching the 
insurgents. In conclusion, he said that 
public opinion in the interior of Cuba is 
opposed to the insurrection and th at 
this feeling is increasing in strength. 


Report Insurgent Defeats. 
H avana, Aug. 2.—Captain G uaradata, 
a t the head of a detachm ent of marine 
infantry, a t midnight met an insurgent 
band, consisting of 
twenty-five men, 
headed by Reyes, on a farm belonging 
to Guerrero M acagana, near M atanzas. 
During the skirmish which followed the 
Insurgents lost one m an killed and had 
several wounded. The guerrila forces of 
the district are pursuing the band. 
Lieutenant Calleja, with five volun­ 
te e rs who is a t San Ju an de las Veras, 
in the *provinee of Santa Clara, was 
m aking a reconnaissance, when he met 
twenty-two insurgents near Set Baho. 
The 
insurgents were dislodged from 
their positions and were dispersed leav­ 
ing one of their num ber dead and carry­ 
ing away five wounded. 


Daring Scheme to Ald Caba. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 2.—At a se­ 
cret meeting of Cuban sympathizers in 
this city, at which a num ber of the 
most prominent leaders of the move­ 
m ent were present, a daring 
project 
was revealed. It was nothing less than 
a plan to steal the dynam ite cruiser 
Vesuvius, from the League Island Navy i 
Yard, m an her with a picked crew, and j 
send her to H avana to lay Morrow , 
Castle in ruins, and seal the fate of 
Spanish dominion in the gem of the 
Antilles.

Illinois Legislature Session to Be Brought 
to an 
End. 
Springfield, Aug. 2.—Colonel Jonathan 
Merriam yesterday offered a 
resolu­ 
tion citing the publisher of the Times- 
Herald and Post, Gov. Altgeld, and such 
other persons as claimed to have knowl­ 
edge of corruption and boodling in the j 
legislature to appear betore the Sanga­ 
mon county grand jury or any other 
grand jury having jurisdiction and tell 
w hat they knew. 
The resolution was 
not considered. The senate tax-levy bill 
was advanced to the order 
of third 
reading without amendment. 
It pro­ 
vides for an increase of the tax levy 
of $1,000,000 during the next two years. 
The revenue bill was then taken up 
and discussed. 
The house conference i 
committee brought in a report regard- j 
ing the senate am endm ents to the arbi­ 
tration bill.

May it not be possible 
th at American shoe machinery will 
find its way into the Celestial Empire? 
And it is beyond the comprehension of 
the ordinary individual to estimate as 
to what is likely 
to be 
the result. 
It is said that the mill manufacturers 
in 
England 
are 
beginning 
to 
be 
alarmed by the transmission of cotton 
manufacture from Europe to Asia. The 
great trouble seems to be that there 
is no means by which England or 
America can meet the competition 
which is likely to come from Asia as 
the extension of knowledge and civili­ 
zation goes on, for the Asiatics, when 
they once learn to operate the im­ 
proved machinery which they will now 
be permitted to employ, will have such 
an abundance of labor available as to 
appall ordinary comprehension. Think 
of four hundred millions of Chinese 
and three hundred millions of Hindoos 
who have been accustomed to work 
for ten cents a day and less!

Matthew 
Marshall 
said 
recently: 
“These people will constitute a new 
mine of human labor as extensive and 
valuable as were the fertile lands of 
America when it was first discovered 
or the gold fields of California and Aus­ 
tralia.”

A n 
Old 
W om an 
W ho D ied o f Starva­ 


tion H ad O ver 3 0 ,0 0 0 F ran cs. 
People in Paris have been deceived 
recently ny two remarkable beggars. 
One was an old widow of over 80. She 
had Peen living in a house in the Rue 
du Texel, upon the charity of the other 
lodgers. She was an object of pity, this 
distressed, yet ladylike and gentle old 
woman, and the little purse made up 
for her each week was contributed to 
gladly by those who were under the 
same roof with her. 
Her room re­ 
mained 
locked for over forty-eight 
hours and the police were called in. 
The old woman lay upon her bed. 
A 
doctor wTas called. 
He said she was 
dead, and an examination indicated 
that the cause was starvation. There 
seemed to be nothing worth making an 
inventory of, but the police investigated 
perfunctorily and under a heap of rub­ 
bish they found 3,500 francs in large 
bank notes. A more careful search re­ 
vealed in the straw of her bed a heap 
of bonds and other securities to the 
value of 30,000 francs. The ‘‘poor” old 
■woman's heirs are being sought for, but 
there is not the faintest clue to them. 
A clever swindler presented himself 
In Paris under the guise of a deaf mute. 
He was first noticed by the police while 
conducting an energetic begging cam­ 
paign from house to bouse. Upon being 
arrested he went into an energetic pan­ 
tomime, to which the officers paid little 
attention. In the police station he sud­ 
denly lost his infirmity and uttered a 
torrent of invective against the police. 
It w’as afterwards found 
out that, 
speaking five languages, he had plied 
his trade in all the countries of Europe 
and with remarkable success. 
His 
method of operation was to visit only 
the houses of the wealthy and to strike 
for large sums. In Paris his operations 
netted him not less than fifty francs a 
day. He would first write to the fam­ 
ilies he intended to visit. They were 
always of the foreign colony. The let­ 
ters would detail his pitiable state. 
They were w’ell written and seemed to 
have the impress of truth upon them. A 
fewr days later he would call, and, con­ 
triving to be seen by master or mis­ 
tress, would show a host of certificates 
of physicians, mayors of cities and com­ 
missaries of police in proof of what he 
had written. The interviews w’ith these 
wealthy people w’ere naturally had upon 
paper, and the answers to the questions 
put to him would be so beautifully and 
carefully written that they would selr 
dom fail to win the sum sought. This 
young 
man—Gustav 
Remshager—is 
now held by the police, and his convic­ 
tion is practically assured. 


TRIED T O KILL VICTORIA. 


Six A ttem p ts H ave B een 
M ade on th e 
B ritish Q ueen’s 
L ife. 
Since her Majesty came to the throne 
she has been the subject of six attacks, 
but only three of them can be described 
as attempts on her life. The first at­ 
tack on the Queen occurred on Consti­ 
tution Hill, on June IO, 1840, soon after 
her marriage, the assailant being a pot 
boy named Edward Oxford. Two years 
later, on May 39, 1842, John Francis 
fired at the Queen when within a few 
feet of her carriage. This outrage also 
took place on Constitution Hill. 
In 
July of the same year a crack-brained 
lad named Bean leveled a loaded pistol 
at her Majesty, who w’as driving from 
Buckingham Castle to the Chapel Roy­ 
al, St. James, but the weapon missed 
fire. In May, 1850, Robert Pate, an ex 
lieutenant in the Hussars, as the royal 
carriage w'as emerging from the Duke 
of Cambridge’s gate, struck the Queen 
with a stick, leaving a mark on her 
cheek and crushing her bonnet. 
In 
February, 1872, a youth named Arthur 
O’Connor presented an old 
and un­ 
loaded pistol at her Majesty as she wras 
entering Buckingham Palace, and on 
March 2, 1882, a man named Roderick 
Maclean deliberately fired at the Queen 
as she wras driving from Windsor Sta­ 
tion to the castle, but no damage was 
done. 


A H ero o f C hitral. 
An Indian hero, whose identity peo­ 
ple are never tired of discussing, is the 
officer, who, being refused leave to go 
with the Chitral expedition, obtained 
five days’ leave to go shooting. He en­ 
trained to a point as near the opera­ 
tions as the railway would carry him, 
and then, being unable to obtain a 
horse, set out to march.

sage as his only rations, he plodded the 
weary miles over rough ground cheer­ 
fully.

He was 
in time to join the head of the storming 
column, and was in the first three on 
the summit. When the battle was over 
he had to eschew the camp, and the rest 
awaited the fighting line, and nad to 
make his w*ay back as best as he might 
to a point where the railway w’ould take 
him up.

Wood say that this officer is a full col­ 
onel. He went into action as a com­ 
mon soldier, tearing the straps of his 
Kharka uniform that his rank might 
not be discovered. For, as Sir Evelyn 
remarked, with a humorous twinkle in 
his eye, if he had been discovered he 
would have been put under arrest.—

A French P it A m ong th e Most Rem ark­ 
able W onders of Nature. 
Among the most remarkable of na­ 
ture’s wonders the subterranean pit at 
Jean Nouveau, near Vaucluse, France, 
which reaches a depth of 540 feet, while 
nowhere more than 12 feet wide, has 
only 
recently 
been 
explored. 
The 
French 
Society of 
Speleology 
(cave 
study) erected a derrick at the mouth 
of the pit, which begins with a funnel 
15 feet wide at the top and narrows 
down to 3 feet at a depth of about 20 
feet. 
From here down the crevice in 
the rock, for such it is, extends ver­ 
tically, getting wider as it gets deeper, 
until at a depth of about 475 feet it Is 
12 feet wide. 
At this point the shaft 
opens into a roomy cave in which just 
beneath the opening of the vertical pit 
a thick layer of clay, containing re­ 
mains of bones, both human and ani- 
mal, were found. 
The explorers found j 
no evidence that the place had ever • 
been visited by man, but tradition has 
it that criminals were thrown into the 
“bottomless pit,” as it was popularly 
called in the neighborhood, and the 
remains in the cave just beneath the 
shaft tend to corroborate this belief. 
The descent made into the shaft was 
exceedingly difficult; it established the 
fact that there must be a further cave 
below the one now known, but the 
crevice through which it is accessible 
is choked up with debris and holders 
so that it will be a very difficult mat­ 
ter to penetrate further into the cave 
than has been 
done. 
The 
deepest 
point reached in this crevice is 593 feet 
underground. 
Great quantities of wa­ 
ter rush through the shaft every time 
there is a storm, still no trace of water 
was found in the cave explored, which 
proves that some other subterranean 
exit must exist.

What lie wrote was “ make assurance 
double sure. ” * I myself had doubts as 
to the correctness of thin criticism , but 
afterward verified it by examining the 
standard editions of Shakespeare.” —
